The examiner suggested clarifying 
that the catheter only slightly enters into the pericardial sac to differentiate between the catheters that surround the heart and help 
with dilation. The examiner also suggested clarifying that the fluid exits the catheter and surrounds the heart at a level that 
increases pressure (cardiac tamponade).
